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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant amended the claim and added the feature that the method is performed in real time, which implies 
that the step of specifying of permissible defunct threshold, the specifying of a range of offers and the determining the probability of being 
defunct and the providing a promotions is all done in real-time. Applicant's specification discloses that a web merchant considers any 
customer who has not interacted with the site for six or more months to be defunct. Based on historical data, the probability that a 
customer becomes defunct when the customer has not interacted for one month may be for example, 0.3 and 0.6 by the end of the three 
months. Applicant's specification teaches the promotional offer, after determining the customer would become defunct, is performed in 
real-time (see pp 16, 17). However, Applicant's specification does not indicate that the specifying of permissible defunct, specifying the 
range of offers and determining the probability of becoming defunct is performed in real-time. Therefore, this feature is considered new 
matter. 

Since Herz method is performed in real-time, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention for 
the Herz method, as modified, to be performed in real time. 

Applicant argues that the 35 USC 103(a) rejection requires that the combined cited references provide both the motivation to combine the 
references and an expectation of success. Examiner disagrees. To establish a prima facie case of obviousness, three basic criteria must 
be met. First, there must be some suggestion or motivation, either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to 
one of ordinary skill in the art, to modify the reference or to combine reference teachings. Second, there must be a reasonable expectation 
of success. Finally, the prior art reference (or references when combined) must teach or suggest all the claim limitations. 
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
